8. Each candidate shall be entitled to 
designate by written notice to the 
chairman of each county committee in 
the district, not less than five days be- 
fore May 15. 1909, the name of one per 
son for each voting precinct in each 
county, to act a* challenger and inspec- 
tor for said candidate at said primary 
election. 

9 On the next day after the returns 
shall have been made, the committee 
shall meet and canvass the vote cast 
and issue certificates of nomination. 

10. The chairman of the district is di- 
rected to employ a person to copy from 
the regular registration books made in 
Danville and Harrodsburg in 1908, the 
names of all democrats, and the person 
so employed shall return the copies, 
certified as required by law, to the 
chairman, who shall cause them to be 
duly delivered to the officers of election. 
The chairman is further directed to 
cause to be printed and prepared for 
use the requisite number and kind of 
ballots, which shall bear the facsimile 
of his signature, and he will procure 
the necessary election supplies and 
cause them, together with the ballots, 
to be delivered to the officers of elec- 
tion, as required by law. 

11. The chairman will cause copies 
hereof, certified by himself and the sec- 
retary of the committee, to be posted 
at the court house door in Stanford, 
Lancaster. Danville and Harrodsburg. 
and in 20 other conspicuous places in 
each county in the district for not less 
than 40 days prior to Mav 15, 1909, and 
said notice shall be published in each 
democratic newspaper in the district.
